A 
dispatch 
printed 
in yester­ 
day's D e m o c r a t , dated San Antonio, 
Texas, January 12,caused consider­ 
able local comment last night,owing 
to the fact that one of the alleged 
swindlers was a former resident of 
'Sedalia and was here last Saturday, 
on his way cast. 
The dispatch is 
^reproduced today, as follows; 
“ The police authorities here have 
been requested by the superintend­ 
ent of police of the City of Mexico 
to look out for two of the boldest 
and most successful swindlers that 
ever operated in Mexico. 
“ The names of the men who are 
so badly wanted are James Kastle 
and F. C. 
Hurley. 
Hurley is an 
American and Kastle went to M ex­ 
ico from Bavaria. 
They formed a 
partnership and opened what they 
called a watch club in the City of 
Mexico. 
“ They appointed agents through­ 
out Mexico, and established auxil­ 
iary clubs in every city in the coun­ 
try. 
The members paid monthly 
dues of #5, and participated in an 
alleged monthly drawing for a gold 
watch. 
The 
memberships of 
all 
the clubs was 7,000, and all collec­ 
tions of dues were forwarded to 
Kastle and Hurley. 
“ It IS alleged that when the enter­ 
prising promoters had accumulated 
#300,000 they suddenly closed their 
elaborate establishment in the City 
of Mexico and left for parts un 
known. 
They are believed to have 
come to the United States.'* 
Kastle, one of the parties referred 
to, 
was a resident of Sedalia in 
1890, and held a clerkship with the 
M., K. & T., being then known as 
C. M. Castle. 
He is a native of Bavaria, about 
35 years old, and speaks nine lan­ 
guages fluently. 
He left here for the City of M ex­ 
ico, and informed friends before his 
departure that he had a scheme that 
would make him wealthy at the e x ­ 
pense of the greasers. 
Last Saturday Kastle, as he now 
spells it, returned to Sedalia and 
talked with many of his old time 
friends. 
He had made big money 
in Mexico, he said, but had closed 
out the business because of the ras 
cality of his partner. Hurley, who 
was sent to New York with $50,000 
to 
purchase 
a 
new 
supply 
of 
watches, but instead fled to Ger­ 
many with a woman with whom he 
had become enamored in Mexico. 
The Mexicans became incensed, 
as they had paid in many thousands 
of dollars in the hopes of getting a 
watch, and when they realized that 
their funds had been stolen 
they 
proposed to take their revenge out 
on Kastle, who lost no time in get­ 
ting across the Mexican line. 
W h i^ here Kastle made a propo­ 
sition to a Sedalia business man to 
go to Brazil, South America, to or­ 
ganize 
clubs 
there, 
and 
as 
surance 
was 
given 
that 
$100,- 
000 could be made within a year. 
Kastle left here Sunday for St. 
Louis, where he expected to visit a 


couple of days, and then proceed 
to New York and lay in a supply of 
cheap watches with which to push 
the business in Brazil and Argentine 
Republic.

English story writers caused their 
characters “ 10 turn up in San Fran­ 
cisco, ” or to be “ seen in San Fran­ 
cisco, ” after years of absence and 
silence. 
Ventures by sea departed 
from San Francisco. 
The name of 
Montgomery street was seen in the 
pages of Jules Verne’s novels. Eng­ 
lish speaking people in India or

street, 
the Cliff house and Chinatown and 
the “ What Cheer” house and Wood­ 
ward’s Gardens. 
Abe Warner and his “ Bar” 
be­ 
longed to this 
period. 
The city 
may not have grown, but it changed, 
suddenly, brusquely, like the scene 
shifting of a play, and. in the new 
scene Abe Warner had no place. 
I can remember his “ Bar” per- 
perfectly well. 
The first, keenest, 
and about the only impression of it 
^as that of confusion, inextricable 
hopeless confusion, worse than any 
junk shop.

lifetime. 
Can you wonder when in 
the break-up of the old place a 
certain ivory relic representing the 
descent from the cross went under 
the hammer for 2 5» old Warner re­ 
fused to recognize the sale,

Heavy Business Beinjf Done By 
the M., K. &T. 


THE CHOCTAW DlVISIOiN. 


It» ms of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
‘Democrat” Readers. 


Business on the Choctaw division 
of the Katy is simply immense, say s 
the Denison Herald, 
There were 
thirty trains on that division at one 
time this morning. 
One thousand 
loads are waiting for engines. 
The 
Tex as division has sent five to the 
Choctaw division, and 
the 
Katy 
has rented fifteen more engines from 
the Wabash, 
making a total of 
twenty altogether for use out of 
Parsons, 
Sedalia, 
Mobeily 
and 
Hannibal. 
The reason that business is so 
heavy on the Choctaw division is 
the fact that the coal fields in the 
Indian territory are on that divis­ 
ion, and from there all the coal 
used up and down the line for many 
miles must be hauled. 
One hun­ 
dred and twenty -five cars are loaded 
for the Katy daily at Coalgate, 50 
cars at Lehigh, 150 at Krebs and 
70 cars turned over from the Choc­ 
taw, Oklahoma and Gulf, making a 
total of 
79 0 
cars that must be 
handled over that division daily , 
as loaded cars must be taken away , 
and as many more empties must 
take their places to be loaded. This 
business is taken to 
Parsons and 
sent out over various divisions and 
brought to Denison and from here 
dispersed.

pleasure yachts represent large for­ 
tunes, and their expenses can vary 
to any amount.

deal more is to bo expended.

seems to stimulate the imaginations 
of the men wdio are interested in it 
to ail uncommon degree. It inspired 
in Librarian SpoiTord the idea of an 
American academy, and its great 
possibilities 
have 
stirred 
Gen. 
Thonias L. Casey, chief of engineers, 
to attempt unusual exploits in the 
inatier of its internal decoration. 
Gcn.^ Casey is ambitious that the 
reading-room of the library, a grand 
octa.gunal hail, 
shall 
be suitably 
adonu'd with works of art, and par­ 
ticularly of sculi)turc by American 
artists. 
For a year he has been in 
consultation about it wdth the Na­ 
tional SculiTors’ 
society of New 
York, and in cooperation with thmo 
eraimuit members of that society— 
Mr. St. Caudens, Mr. Ward and Mr. 
Warner—he has planned the work, 
and already given out some of the 
commissions. 
A colossal statue in 
each of the eight corners of the room 
will represent Art, Ihfiigion, Law, 
S<*ience, Philosophy, History, Com­ 
merce and Poetry. 
With each of 
these 
colossal 
statues 
will 
go 
two 
smaller 
statues — Michael 
Angelo and Beethoven with Art, 
JNkìscs and St. I ’aul wdth Beligion, 
and so on. 
This gives conteniporarv 
Ammutain art twmnty-four statues 
in wdiich to express itstdf, and be­ 
sides, tlu're w’ill 
be nine colossal 
granite busts, wdiich will form part 
of the exterior decoration of the 
building, and divers bronze doors, 
grou])s and reliefs.

ing is finishcfl the American painters 
will have found their opportunity in 
it too.

A good deal has already been writ­ 
ten around and about the memoirs 
which Marshal deMacMahon penned 
for the perusal of his family. 
A few 
unsatisfactory extracts from them 
were published, here and 
there, 
after the marshal’s death, and now a 
military paper,called the Sabretache, 
gives a few more. 
They relate to 
the battle of Magenta on the 4th of 
June, 1831), and to the engagement 
a t Solferino, which took place the 
24th 
of 
the same month. 
The 
marshal evidently handled the svoid 
better than the pen, for the news ex­ 
tra cts read like the baldest and most 
unpicturesque of reports. 
Refer­ 
ring to Magenta, the marshal con­ 
scientiously enumerates the orders 
which he gave to the generals of his 
command, and enlivens the na rra t­ 
ive a little b}r alluding to the nar­ 
row escape he had from falling, with 
his staff, 
into the hands of the 
Austrians. He was looking for Gen. 
Espinasse’s division, and, while rid­ 
ing along a plain, descried on his 
left a liue of Austrian light infantry. 
Owing to the mist, the French leader 
was taken by the Austrians^ for one 
of their own generals, and they pre­ 
sented arms to him. 
MacMahon 
and his officers, seeing their danger, 
galloped away as fast as they could, 
but on the road from Magenta to 
Marcals met some of the enemy’s 
lancers, who were after a piece of 
cannon left by the Austrianb in a 
ditch. 
The French general at once 
ordered his escort to chni go the 
lancers, who retreated, thinking that 
the attack was serious. 
The escort 
wa s comma nde d by Lieut. Dubouch- 
e r, who wa s re wa rde d 
for his bravery 
in’following the e ne my by the deco­ 
ra tion of the Le gion of Honor. This 
officer wa s subse que ntly killed a t 
Solferino.

dressed to yourself, with full letter 
postag e for the return of the manu­ 
script, if, as is quite possible, the 
editor cannot use it. 
The person 
who really can write, and wdio is de­ 
termined to succeed, will not mind 


In writing for publication it is im­ 
portant to make your contributions 
short and to the point. 
This is a 
bus.y world, and people have not 
much time to spare. 
Whatever is 
to be said must be condensed. 
Say 
it, whatever it is, briefly. 
When you have finished a story or 
a sketch which \^ou think very g ood 
indeed, lay it aw’ay in the farthest 
corner of your desk, and leave it 
there, by itself, in the dark, for a 
whole w’eek. 
Treat 
it 
as 
you 
do the pears which you wish to 
ripen. 
A t the end of a wT‘ek, take 
your story out and read it over. 
It 
will probably seem less deserving 
than when you put it aw w . 
At all 
events, you will see its faults more 
clearly. 
Take your pencil, and sen­ 
tence b}" sentence cross out the 
needless adjectives, and substitute 
short w’ords for the long ones. 
Be 
very stern with yourself in such 
matters as g rammar and spelling . 
I t is g ood practice to wu'ite and re- 
WTite the same thing , till you can 
make it, in your view, no better and 
no briefer. Then, it is only a study, 
fold it up, date it and lay it aside. 
Beg in something else. 
Let me g ive 
you a sug g estion. 
Read a charming story, then, with 
pencil and paper, the story put 
.aw'ay out of sig ht, write an abstract 
of it, an analysis, tell it in your own 
W’orcls, and W'rite your opinion of its 
merits. 
This too is g ood practice. 
Make abstracts of all you read, if 
you can. 
In sending a story to an editor, 
remind yourself that 
your writing 
must be as plain as print. 
Write 
only on one side of the paper, and 
use wdiite paper and black ink. 
If 
possible, 
have 
your 
manuscript 
copied in typewriting . 
The editor 
has hundreds of stories to read and 
con slier; Lis eye-slg ht and his time

If you write 
with > 
1 dc r r roll your manu­ 
script, it will auG b. Ills difficulties, 
and you do net wish to do that. 
Never end your story tied wdth a 
bit of rlbOoiK « ,r in any w'ay orna­ 
mented. 
Let it g o to the rditor 
wearing a business look on its faee. 
In sending a contribution to the 
paper you select, it is necessary al- 
wavs to inclose an envelooe od- 


a few^ rebuffs; these will come, but 
in time she will conquer her place. 
One of these days editors will wwite 
to her, asking for her w’ork. 
I am trying to show you that au­ 
thorship is a serious business, wiiich 
means hard work and g reat patience 
and much perseverance. 
There are 
a g reat many columns of print to be 
filled every week, and somebody 
must fill them. 
Why may not you 
help do this if you are in earnest 
and well prepared? 
New writers 
wiio are ready to please the public 
are aiw'ays w^elcome to publishers.

Poles as Farm Lab o rers. 


Poles have overspread the g reater 
part of Long Island as farm labor­ 
ers. 
Nothing but the dearth of na­ 
tive w^orlvcrs has enabled them to 
do this, for Long Island, except the 
western end of it, preserves that 
Y'ankee aspect and sentiment which 
for so long a time disting uished New 
Eng land from the more cosmopoli­ 
tan parts of the country.
